The following bye -laws for the regulation or 
prohibition of trafflc in the Jammu Cantonment, made by the Cantonment Board , 
Jammu, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause ( 4 ) of section 282 and section 
233 of the Cantonments Act , 1924 ( 2 of 1924 ) , are publised for general Information , 
the same having been previously published and having been approved and con 
firmed by the Central Government, as required by sub -section ( 1 ) of section 284 
of the said Act , namely : 
BYE -LAWS FOR THE REGULATION OR PROHIBITION OF TRAFFIC IN THE 

JAMMU CANTONMENT 


1. No person under eighteen years of age shall drive a motor vehicle and no 
person under Afteen years of age shall drive a vehicle of any other description 
whether drawn by an animal or propelled by mechanical power , 

2 . Every person driving, leading or propelling a vehicle and every person in 
charge of an animal passing along any street shall except in case of actual 
necessity : 
(1) keep to the left when passing a vehicle or animal approaching from 

the opposite direction , and 
(11) keep to the right when passing a vehicle or animal proceeding in the 

same direction as himself. 


3 . Buses , lorries , taxi cars , tongas , carts or other vehicles playing for hire shall 
not park or wait for hire any where in the Cantonment either on public roads or 
on open public lands, except at the stands provided for the purpose by the Canton 
ment Board 

4 . No person shall ride an animal or drive a vehicle in any street in rash or 
negligent manner. 


5 . The maximum speed limit for motor vehicles within the Cantonment limits 
shall be as follows: 


For motor cars and motor cycles 15 miles ) 
per hour, 

In Bazar areas . 
For buses and lorrles - – 10 mlles per hours . ) 
For motor cars and motor cycles 25 miles 
per hour, 

Outside Bazar areas . 
For buses and lorries 20 miles per hour. . 

6. No 15 Cwt, or above vehicle shall overtake another motor vehicle on any 
road within the Cantonment limits . 


7 . No person shall drive or propel any vehicle along any street under the control 
of the Cantonment Board upon which a notice prohibiting vehicular traffic 18 
displayed . 

8 . No person shall leave an animal or a vehicle in a street without making 
Arrangements for its being under control 


9 . No person shall : 


( 1 ) cause any vehicle with or without an animal harnessed thereto , to remain 

or stand so as to cause obstruction in any street longer than may 
be necessary for loading or unloading , or for taking up or setting down 

passengers; or 
( 11) leave or fasten any vehicle or animal so as to cause obstruction in any 

street ; or 


Wit ) expose any article , whether in a stall or booth or in any other manner. 

so as to cause obstruction in any street ; or 
( iv ) in any other manner wilfully obstruct or cause obstruction to the free 

passage of any street , 
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10 . Any of the following classes of traffic may be prohibited either absolutely , 
or during such hours as may be notified by the Cantonment Board in this behalf , 
on any road or street within the Cantonment limits : 

( 1 ) trucks and motor lorries and taxies , 
(ii) country carts , 
( ili ) laden animals, or 

(lv ) hand carts . 
Provided that nothing in this bye - law shall apply to any vehicle while it is 
actually crossing or proceeding to a bungalow , house or shop which cannot be 
reached by any other road or street , 


11 . No person in charge of a vehicle shall take his vehicle or any part thereof 
on to any foot path that may be reserved for pedestrians or equestrians, and no 
person leading an animal shall take such animal to any foot path reserved for 
pedestrians. 


12 . No person driving a vehicle in a street shall unless there be reasonable cause 
for so doing , stop his vehicle at any place except close to the edge of that part of 
such street as is intended for vehicular trafic. 


13. No person shall take a cart loaded with bricks, kankar, earth , stones , metal 
or other loose materials along any street unless the cart, in order that the contents 
may not fall to the ground , is protected by boards on all sides. Similar precautions 
shall also be taken in respect of loads of pack anlmals . 


14 . Every rider or driver of a motor vehicle , traction engine or steam roller 
shall , when approaching a horse or any animal (whether led , driven , ridden or at 
large ) which appears to be restive or frightened thereby, proceed with special 
caution and shall at once , if required to do so by the person , if any, in charge of 
such horse or animal, slow down or stop the vehicle or engine altogether,

15 . (1 ) No person shall ride a bicycle within the Cantonment limits unless it is 
provided with a bell, proper brakes , and white painted mudguards or a reflector 
( Rubby light) on the rear mudgaurd . 

(11) No person riding a bicycle in any street or public place shall carry any 
other person in any manner whatsoever on the same bicycle and no person shall 
ride or cause or suffer himself to be carried on a bicycle in any street or public 
place except on the ordinary saddle of such machine . 

Provided that a child of ten years or under may be carried on a bicycle . 

( iii ) No driver of a motor cycle not having a side car attacher or a pillion seat 
shall carry any pagsanger thereon . 

16 . No person shall drive , lead or keep standing any vehicle in any street in the 
Cantonment between sunset and sunrise without a light, in the case of a bicycle 
in front, and in the case of every other vehicle on elther side . 

PENALTY. 
17 . A contravention of any of these bye - laws shall be punishable with fine 
which may extend to one hundred rupees and in the case of continuing contraven 
tion , with an additional fine which may extend to twenty rupees for every day 
during which such contravention continues after conviction for the first such con 
travention .

– The following bye- laws for the control and 
supervision of places where manufacture of bricks, tiles , lime or surkhies is carried 
on , made by the Cantonment Board , Secunderabad , in exercise of the powers con 
ferred byclause ( 17 ) of section 282 and section 283 of the Cantonments Act , 1924 
( 2 of 1924 ) , and in supersession of Hyderabad Residency Orders Notification 
No . 24 J, dated the 13th March , 1946 , are published for general information , the 
same having been previously published and having been approved and confirmed 
by the Central Government as required by sub - section ( 1 ) of section 284 of the said 
Act , namely : 

1. (i) No place within the Cantonment of Secunderabad shall be used for the 
manufacture of bricks, tiles, limes or surkbies without permission of the Canton 
ment Board . 

(li ) Permission for establishing such kilns will be granted if they are located 
in open places which are, in the opinion of the Cantonment Board , sufficiently away 
from human habitation so as to cause no nuisance , 

( iii) No burrow - pits shall be made in the Cantonment area . 

(iv ) No rubbish or harmful waste shall be used in the process of manufacture 
of bricks, tiles , lime or surkhi. 

(v ) All precautions shall be taken against smoke and smoke nuisance. 

(vi) The Cantonment Board may withdraw the permission , should the kilno 
prove, in its opinion , source of nuisance or danger to public health at any subse 
quent date . 

2 . Any person committing a breach of any of these byelaws shall be punishable 
with fine which may extend to Rs. 50 /
